(4,254,215) disclose, teach and suggest the use of compound 9 in column 13 having a mercapto 
group to inhibit sludge deposition in a black-and-white developing solution. The compound 
containing -paraphenylene- group is read within A group in the general formula II as broadly 
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disclosed in claims 1-8, 10-12 and 14-23. However, the newly added claims 24-38 are removed 
aromatic group in A group. Accordingly, claims 24-38 are allowable over Kramp et al.
